NO REASON FOR THE BLUES 


Too many people have been suffer¬ 
ing from the blues. The trouble 
seems to have become chronic with 
them and they are not looking about 
for remedies that will bring about a 
recovery. Canada is standing still; 
Alberta is slipping back, Southern Al¬ 
berta, a part of it, is past redemption. 
These are the thoughts that crowd 
their minds, and they won’t let the 
sunshine drive them out, says the 
Lethbridge Herald. These people are 
deliberately allowing themselves to 
become chronic pessimists for no reas¬ 
on whatever. Western Canada has 
made remarkable advances in a few 
years but they don’t seem to know it. 
What’s wrong with a country that: 
in five years 1919-23, according to 
Government reports, virgin prairie 
sod was broken to the extent of 6,252,- 
028 acres. The field crops of 1923 to¬ 
talled 29,424,209 short tons or, on the 
average, 115 tons for every occupied 
farm. Each occupied farm in 1911 
had, on the average. 9.05 cattle, where¬ 
as each farm in 1921 had 13.3. In 
1921 there were five times as many 
swine as m-1901, and the increase in 
the two years 1921-23 was almost 60 
per cgnt. Poultry raising has shown 
remarkable increases, having more 
than doubled between 1911 and 1921, 
and 1,259,347 having been added be¬ 
tween 1921 and 1923. Quality in live 
stock is showing improvement Be¬ 
tween 1911 and 1921 the census shows 
the following increases in pure-hred 
stock: cattle, from 25,875 to 82,572; 
sheep, from 3,280 to 22,287; swine, 
from 13.008 to 36,305; horses, from 
13,079 to 28,586.’’ What’s wrong with 
Alberta? A very few years ago it 
was importing butter,; today it is the 
second dairy Province of the Domin¬ 
ion. Alberta only put on long pants 
in 1905 when it became a Province and 
in twenty years it has climbed to the 
next to the top rung on the ladder of 
dairy production.

An Alberta legislator has introduced 
legislation calling for the close of gov¬ 
ernment house at the expiration of 
the present term of the lieutenant- 
governor. There are two reasons why 
the legislature might take such action. 
The lesser reason is based on the folly 
of building up a court in this demo¬ 
cratic province, a very remote and 
weak imitation of Buckingham Palace, 
and the other is the more important 
reason^based on economy. Govern¬ 
ment house has cost this province 
many a penny in the last few years.— 
Albertan. 


UNIVERSITY REPORT 


In 1924 the University of Alberta 
had 1,341 registered students, accord¬ 
ing to the annual report of that insti 
tution. Of these 908 were men and 
433 women. These of British birth 
were 905 of which 700 were Candian 
and 220 Albertans. Those of foreign 
birth totalled 250, of which 193 were 
Americans. There were 186 not spec¬ 
ified. The registrations in the various 
faculties were as follows: Arts and 
sciences 738, applied science 117, med¬ 
icine 200, law 109, agriculture 158, 
pharmacy 46, correspondence courses 
94, Bachelor of Divinity 3, nursing 17. 
Total 1,482, minus 141 in double cour¬ 
ses, leaving the net total registrations 
at 1,341. The University received dur¬ 
ing the year a total of $525,000 from 
the Rockefeller Pin mutation of which 
$25,000 was int«esl( on the endow¬ 
ment of $600,000, 

According to the repo T t er f a tele¬ 
phone expert the rural lines are the 
ones that are losing money, but in the 
face of that fact, the government pro¬ 
pose to raise town rates 75 cents and 
rural rates only 50 cents. The govern¬ 
ment would be well advised to use 
reason and fairness in the matter of 
telephone increases. 


We have been advised that danger¬ 
ous forged Imperial Bank of Canada 
$100 notes are being distriuted. These 
notes are engraved by the British 
American Bank Note Company Limi¬ 
ted and bear the numeral 100 arranged 
vertically at each end on the face of 
the note. Should any of the notes be 
presented they should be accepted for 
collection only. 


Criticism of the Alberta government 
owing to its inability to balance its 
budget Is being expressed here and 
there, but it is mainly from Liberals. 
The Greenfield Government inherited 
from the former government, serious 
financial problems when they came in¬ 
to power in 1921, in the way of rail¬ 
ways, telephones, etc., etc., and we 
tear it will be a long time before we 
get away from the evil effects of the 
obligations entered'into during the 
early days of the history of our prov-, 
ince. 


P rom Vancouver comes an appeal to 
the Dominion Government to get busy 
and do something to protect Canada 
from attack by air. The Sun says the 
matter may not seem very urgent to 
the people of Quebec and Ontario, but 
claims that there is a menace to the 
marks. Maybe our inland position 
lulls us into a feeling of security, but 
the plea seems to savo* of “scare- 
mongering.” The country alluded to 
is 4,000 miles from Vancouver, and 
rapidly as aviation has developed it 
may be doubled if within the lifetime 
of anyone living ’planes will be de¬ 
vised thJt could harry gasoline to sup¬ 
ply powerful-Engines making a flight 
of 8,000 miles, there and back, and at 
least a ton of bombs besides. If ft few 
machines flew off the deck of a ’plane¬ 
carrying ship, properly organized local 
defenses could defeat them as was ul¬ 
timately done at London. But if Jap¬ 
an ever comes to grips with the Uni¬ 
ted States, an event which some far- 
seeing statesmen not only say is pos¬ 
sible. but inevitable—it knows that the! 
first bomb or shot on Canadian terri¬ 
tory would align the whole might of 
the British people against it. The 
British navy is still the most powerful 
in the world, and with the American 
navy not far behind, Japan would have 
no chance of defeating such a combin¬ 
ation .and obtaining supreme control 
of the Pacific. It can be seriously 
doubted if Great Britain would pas¬ 
sively look on at an attack upon a great 
Anglo-Saxon nation. She would not 
see the United States threatened with 
extinction by a yellow race, and if the 
British Empire were involved Japan 
could not afford, for stragetic reasons, 
to scatter her forces up and down the 
vast Pacific coast. If there is any 
fight for Vancouver and British Co¬ 
lumbia it will be decided a long way 
from Vancouver. 


LAMB BREEDER’S OPPORTUNITY 


There is a possibility that an excel¬ 
lent market will develop in Eastern 
Canada, more particularly in Ontario, 
for western lambs for finishing pur¬ 
poses. A trial is being made this year 
in the feeding of several car-loads of 
western range lambs by the Swift 
Canadian Company at Toronto. Mr. 
A. A. MacMillan, Chief of the Sheep 
anil Swine Division of’ the Live Stock 
Branch at Ottawa, after examining' the 
lambs being fed found a number of 
them lacking in desirable mutton con¬ 
formation, in being too long in leg, 
neck, aqd body. Mr. MacMillan drew 
attention to these observations when 
addressing the Saskatchewan Sheep 
Breeder’s Association at their annual 
meeting this year, and advised them 
that a profitable opening is to develop 
Pacific shores which should be met by 
a point scheme of aerial defense*, with 
the United States. Without naming 
the precise source from which danger 
is anticipated, there is only one infer¬ 
ence to be drawn from the Sun’s re- 
for western lambs provided they are 
of the proper mutton type The mar¬ 
ket is' becoming more and more dis¬ 
criminating in favour of well-finished 
lambs weighing pot over one hundred 
pounds. Not only do the shorter leg¬ 
ged, thick bodied lambs finish into a 
better selling product hut they incline 
to easier feeding Mr. MacMillan pro¬ 
phesied a hopeful future for the west¬ 
ern sheep raiser who will give atten¬ 
tion to the quality of the stock he is 
able to turn out.

At the 17th Annual Meeting of the 
Alberta Provincial Horscbreeders Ass., 
a feeling of optimism was apparent 
among those- present.

Short course on bacon hogs 

The indications are for a good at¬ 
tendance of farmers at the short 
course on bacon h&gs to be held 
at the dominion experimental farm at 
Lacombe.on March 26 and 27. This is 
being held under the (tuspices of the 
^dominion livestock branch, dominion 
experimental farms branch, provincial 
department of agriculture and faculty 
of agriculture of the university. The 
program of the first day will include 
discussion of the feeding and manage¬ 
ment of hogs at the morning session 
and discussion and demonstration of 
the market type of hogs in the after¬ 
noon. On the second day there will be 
discussion and demonstration on the 
type of breeding hogs in the morning 
and inspection and discussion on bacon 
carcasses in the afternoon. 


TWO ROTARY RIGS 

Imperial Oil Company will Put Down 
Two Wells in Turner Valley Field 


Bringing to the Turner Valley field 
two of the most up-to-date rotary 
Idrilling outfits that have ever been 
|Ajsed in Alberta, three railway cars 
carrying $260,000 worth of equipment 
were unloaded by the Imperial Oil 
Company at Okotoks this week. The 
machinery is being rushed to the Tur¬ 
ner Valleyfield before the spring thaw 
makes the roads impassable for such 
heavy traffic. While no official an¬ 
nouncement has yet been made regard¬ 
ing the locations of the wells that will 
be drilled this season by this extra 
heavy machinery, it is known that 
they will be within a short distance of 
the giant wet gasser—Royalite No. 4 
—which was brought in last fall. Al¬ 
though the use of the rotary drill in 
the Turner Valley field is regarded as 
an experiment by officials of the com¬ 
pany, it is estimated that working un¬ 
der ordinary conditions, they will drill 
twice as fast as ordinary outfits. The 
drilling powers of the new outfit leads 
oil men to hope that the company may 
be able to proceed far enough this 
season to further prove the field as a 
rich jiroducer. *• 

There is more than mild excitement 
in oil circles following the news of the 
arrival of these two new rigs. While 
it, was taken for granted that the Im¬ 
perial would drill more wells in the 
vicinity of the Royalite No. 4 this 
season, no definite announcement has 
l>een made.

The Due de Nemours, a descendant 
of French royalty, is to visit Lqrd 
Rodney, at hi^ ranch at Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan, Alberta. It is said the 
duke expects to acquire a ranch near 
that of the Prince of Wales. Alberta 
is promising to become the home of- 
Canada’s aristocrasy.

V. Drumheller on Wednesday was a 
success in every way Notwithstanding 
big sales at Nobleford and at Blackie, 
there was a very large attendance. 
Mr. Drumheller had 1 his horses in ex¬ 
cellent form, all of them being in 
prime condition for work. They were 
a very uniform bunch and while aoaae 
of the best horses did not bring whnt 
wa anticipated, they averaged up 
very well and the fifty three head av¬ 
eraged over $86 each.

GENERAL NEWS 

A price of $83 an acre for a farm 
near Claresholm, Alberta was reported 
in a sale made during the past week. 
This is the highest price paid in that 
district for some years, according to 
the Lethbridge Herald. 

One-sixth of the electrical energy 
now developed in Canada is being ex¬ 
ported to the United States, according 
to the latest census of central electri¬ 
cal stations in Canada. According to 
returns made under the Electricity and 
Fluid Exportation Act, general electric 
stations exported 1,344,199,267 k.w. 
hours during 1923, which ^as 16.6 per 
cent, of the total output of all stations. 

Exports of pulp and paper during 
the month of January were valued at 
$11,269,893, according to a bulletin is¬ 
sued by. the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association. In January, 1924. these 
efflported were valued at $10,900,600, 
so that there was an increase this year 
of $369,843, of which $876,000 was due 
to increased shipments of wood pulp 
and the balance due to larger exports 
of paper. 

Rural credit societies in Alberta ap¬ 
pear to be in a healthy state, accord¬ 
ing to reports available in the pro¬ 
vincial government offices. With 
abotit $900,000 outstanding collections 
during 1924 amounted to about 60 per 
cent, which is considered a good show¬ 
ing. There are now 28 rural credit 
societies in the province. The govern¬ 
ment recently was able to secure for 
the societies a reduction on interest 
rates to 6 per cent. 

The weather conditions for the past 
week have been very satisfactory, with 
fairly moderate conditions prevailing 
and the frosts gradually coming out of 
the ground. The grain prices for the 
week have been unusually erratic and 
wild conditions are being experienced 
on the exchanges. Wheat suffered two 
radical breaks this week, cme last Fri¬ 
day when the price fell 14 cents and 
another on Tuesday of this week when 
it broke 18 points to close 15 points 
lower at the Winnipeg price of $1.6614 
It has been recovering a little in the 
last two days, with a six point ad¬ 
vance offered locally today. Other 
grains followed' the bearish attacks 
and suffered proportional losses. The 
prevailing conditions in the grain 
market have prompted the United 
States Secretary of Agriculture to di¬ 
rect the grain futures administration 
tq make immediate investigation of 
the violent fluctuations of the market. 
Evidently some parties in the United 
States have also been hurt. The pre¬ 
vailing opinion is that the price will 
yet return to a better point when the 
present unstable conditions are over 
and the market returns to a settled 
state. Much grain has been of late 
delivered in here, but the same has 
been for storage as a rule. The local 
prices offered here are as follows: 
Wheat $1.37; Oats 33 cents; Barley 60 
cents; Rye 96 cents. 


Plans have been made for the hold¬ 
ing of a special two-day course on ba¬ 
con hogs at the Dominion experimental 
farm at Lacombe, March 26 and 27. 
This course is being held under the 
auspices of the dominion livestock 
branch, the dominion experimental 
farm at Lacombe, the provincial de¬ 
partment of agriculture and the facul¬ 
ty of the agriculture at the university. 
The course will be free and all farm¬ 
ers interested in the raising of the 
bacon type of hog are urged to attend. 
The program will be announced later. 
There will be, at this special course, 
demonstrations of live bacon hogs both 
in breeding and commercial classes. 
These will be judged on foot and 
placed, the first day, and immediately 
afterwards will be slaughtered and 
brought in on the second day for dem¬ 
onstrations in dressed carcasses. For 
this purpose the* federal livestock 
branch will supply an expert packing 
house man. There will be discussions 
on the rearing feeding and finishing 
of the bacon hog, and a discussion also 
on the general bacon hog situation in 
the province. It is believed that this 
special Course will draw many bacon 
hog breeders and those desiring to en¬ 
ter this branch of hog raising. 


According to a bulletin issued by 
the dominion bureau of statistics, the 
average value of occupied farms lands 
in Alberta is placed at $25 an acre, 
compared with $24 for 1923. The 
highest average is British Columbia 
with $96 an acre. Alberta has the 
lowest. average price per acre of oc¬ 
cupied farm lands in all the provinces 
of Canada, save Saskatchewan, where 
the average is estimated at $24 an 
acre. Manitoba’s average is $28 an 
acre. 


Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Paul returned

They visited at such cities 
as Spokane, Seattle, Portland, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and San 
Diego, all of which interested them: 
Los Angeles was a busy centre, with 
thousands of tourists gathering there 
to spend the winter. It is a great oil 
centre and new wells are being pro¬ 
duced every week. Gasoline was very 
cheap and retailing at 8 gallons for 
$1.00. The government got 2 cents a 
gallon for road appropriations. He 
paid as high as 45 cents per gallon in 
the Crow’s Nest. At San Pedro, they 
had the pleasure of inspecting the U. 
S. battleship California and the air 
feet at San Diego. This proved inter¬ 
esting to them. Throughout California 
he found great dissatisfaction apiong 
fruit farmers and so many of them 
were eager to sell and get out of the 
business. They have to contend with 
so many things, drought, frost, worms 
etc., in producing a crop and market 
etc., in producing a crop and low mar¬ 
ket prices after they had garnered 
thrir crop. It was a most enjoyable 
trip and their programme was varied, 
with the attractions of a big city to¬ 
day and the attraction of the country 
tomorrow, but both were glad to re¬ 
turn to the quiet and rest of home, 
where they now recount the experien¬ 
ces gained onrtheir 9000 mile trip by 
automobile. Mr. Paul who closely ob¬ 
served conditions throughout the var¬ 
ious States visited, is firmly of the 
opinion that Alberta has better oppor¬ 
tunities for the man not afraid of 
work, than any of the States visited.

TREE ADVANTAGES 

Have you ever stopped to sum up 
all the good things trees will do for 
the prairie farmer? asks Archibald 
Mitchell, lecturer of the Canadian 
Forestry Association. In the first 
place they will make his place notice¬ 
able. Not a person passing o* look¬ 
ing in its direction from even miles 
away but will see it. Trees are the 
most conspicuous landmarks anywhere 
on the prairie; and planted farms al¬ 
ways catch the eye. And, as long as 
so many farms are unsheltered not on¬ 
ly will his farm be noticeable, but it 
will be notable among so many tree¬ 
less neighbors. It will be at the same 
time attractive, for nothing is so at¬ 
tractive as beauty or so pleasing as 
contrast; and there are few things 
more attractive or more pleasing than 
the contrast afforded by a green clump | 
of trees in the midst of the brown 
prairie. All these things add value to 
the place, for be it remembered it is 
the purchaser who places the final 
value on anything; and can anyone 
doubt which place he would be willing 
to pay a premium for, the treed place 
or the treeless, everything else being 
equal. The farmer’s plantation is a 
wonderful creator of values. Then 
close in we find the trees even more 
of an advantage than at a distance. 
The impression they give of comfort 
and substantiality and oiwthat homi¬ 
ness so distinctive and so dear to ev¬ 
ery family, makes them an asset of 
which no one can estimate the value. 
To the farmer himself and his family, 
the benefits are quite material, for 
they have shelter from the winds and 
shade from the sun in summer and 
the fierce blasts of winter pass them 
over. Then there are the material ad¬ 
vantages resulting from a good gar¬ 
den which invariably follow the shel¬ 
ter belt. Abundance of the finest kind 
of vegetables, small fruits and even 
better than that. Rarely for instance 
do you find a man trying out apples, 
plums or cherries- till he has a shelter 
belt. Rarely still do you find a three 


FARM PRODUCTS 

Total value of all agricultural pro¬ 
duction, including game and furs, is 
estimated at $2X7,477,808.23 for the 
year 1924, according to the statistics 
prepared by the publicity branch of 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
statement prepared by the Department 
of Agriculture is prepared In conjunc¬ 
tion with the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, and is an estimate of the 
market value of all branches of agri¬ 
cultural production.

HAVE DONE WELL 

Sixty-eight municipalities in Alber¬ 
ta. during 1924 were able to finance 
their operations during the whole of 
that year without a cent of borrowed 
money, according to the annual report 
of the provincial department of muni¬ 
cipal affairs which was presented to 
the Legislature the past week. Out of 
the total of 169 municipal districts in 
the province, only eight have out¬ 
standing debenture indebtedness, 
which totals $61,000,000. Of the 101 
districts which had to borrow money 
for current year’s operations, all but 
29 repaid the borrowings for the year. 
The districts have met all the deben¬ 
ture payments falling due in 1924. The 
debenture issues of municipalities dur¬ 
ing the year totalled as follows: Cit¬ 
ies $3,756,196.98, towns $15,000, vil¬ 
lages -9,500, grand total $3,780,696.98 
of which $3,699,843.58 was for refund¬ 
ing issues, leaving $80,853.40 as new 
issues. Wild land tax was levied in 
1924 on 4-.394.180 acres, the levy total¬ 
ling $537,026.83. The revenue of the 
department was slightly increased 
from 1923, totalling $2,332,534.65, 
which, however, was short of the es¬ 
timated revenue by $505,219.86. chief¬ 
ly made up by the disallowance of the 
mineral rights tax.
